Great Hail Storm.—On Friday the 27th ult. 


‘a cioud was furmed near Northfield, which ex- 


hibited the most awfal appearances, and dis- 
charged tremenduous thunder and lightning at. 
tenced by a very high wiod, and an uncommon 
s'o-m of hail, which occasioned aterfibie devas. 
tation in the windows through the towns of 
Northfield, Warwick, Royalston, Fitzwilliam 
aud hindge. Almost every square of glass 
which was on the windward side of the Houses 
was biokeo. In the West Baprist Mceting- 
House in Koyalston, near three hundred squares 
were broken at the westend only. Hail stones 
were found aw hour after the storm, which 
measured four inches and three quarters in cir- 
cumference; andin general they were the s:ze 
of partiidges’ eggs. In many places over which 
the cloud passed, the hail felito the depth of 
six ioch«s, and it remained on the ground four 
or five days. Theapple tees were very much 
dameged and stripped of the buds, so that itis 
suppo-ed they cannot produce any fruit nex: 
summer. The pines and ober trees were also 
very much beaten and damaged. The greats’ 
devastation was withia about half a mle in 
bread h, and from what we have hitherto learn 
ed ut appears te have extended about thirty 
uitles.
